A reasonably riel 
soil is preferable in order to secure 
a strong, vigorous growth.

vigorous, thrifty tree is less liable tc 
be attacked than an unthrifty one. 
Then plenty of potato starch should 
be supplied. 
Wood ashes, old vine* 
or something of this kind can be pir 
around the tree with benefit, and wil

SURFACE DRAINAGE OF ROADS 


Crown of a Road Should Bo Sufficient 
to 3hed Water Rapidly—Recom­ 
mendation From Iowa. 


(By PRO F J R. DAVIDSON’, Iow a State 
Agricultural Coling*.) 
The roads should be provided with 
surface drainage. 
The cross section 
should be of such a shape as to shed 
ail rain at once to the side ditches. 
To do this, the road must be oval or 
have a crown, must be smooth. 
The 
first of these is a m atter of construc­ 
tion, and the latter of maintenance 
The side drainage system should be 
called upon to carry as much water 
as possible. 
W ater cannot be carried 
away by the tile drains until the water 
has sunk through the soil and soft­ 
ened it. 
The crown of a road should be suf­ 
ficient to shad the water readily, if 
the road is to be maintained and kept 
free from ruts and holes, less crown 
will do than if the road is to be neg 
tooted 
The Iowa Highway commis- 
mission recommended a slope 
one 
inch to one foot for a crown in the 
traveled way. 
This is sufficient for 
most conditions.
